4 FRIGHFUL WRECK, 


The Through Express Wrecked at Blue 
Stone Quarry. 

Pitrssurc, Pa., November 12.—A frightful 
wreck occurred at Blue Stone quarry, on the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, at 7 o’olock this 
morning. Train No. 12, through express 
from Baltimore to Pittsburg, consisting of 
sleeper; two coaches, two baggage and one 
express car, ran into a misplaced switch, and 
was completely wrecked. The sleeper rolled 


over the enbankment into the Youghiouheny 
river. The other cars were upset and the 
whole train detached from the engine. Six- 
teen persons were injured, but none were 
ae re Fae nameés of injured are:

None of the wounded are believed to be 
dengerously injured, unless it is Congressman 
Boyle, whose condition is not known, but ia 
believed to be serious. J. R. MedJiliton’s 
ankle was badly sprained, and Collectors 
Dowlin and Bigler were badly bruised. 

THE NEWS OF THE WRECK, 

The report of the-wreck raached this city 
at about 9 o’clock this morning, and caused 
great excitement, es it was known that many 
prominent men of this city were expected on 
the train. The accident disarranged the telo- 
graph wires, and it was after 10 o’clock before 
the “aes | gpeeenets of the accident were 
received : @ express was about fifteen 
minutes Jate when it reached the place where 
the wreck occurred. At Blue Stone quarry 
the treck makes a sharp curve around the 
river,a short distance back from the bank. 
There is a switch at the commencement of the 
curve. Whether someone had left the switch 
partly open or not is not certain. The officials 
of the read say the switch had been tams« 
pered with, evidently with the intent of 
ceusipg awreck. Had the switch been open 
the train would have gone into {t all right, 
and would have been stopped ‘before any 
damage had been done. Ags it was, the train 
could go on neither track. The result was 
that the engine dashed along the ties, tarrin 
up the track and causing the coaches an 
sleeping cars to break loose and dash on over 
the embankment in the wildest confasion. 

THE SCENE OF THE WRECK. 

The sleeping car relled over and over, and 
stopped with its side lying in the bed of the 
river, thirty feet below. Two passenger 
coaches stopped at the water’s edge, but the 
baggege car went into the water. There were 
maby passengers on board. The scene that 
followed was one that beggared description. 
The cries of the injured and maimed were 
heard from every car. The frightened pas- 
eengers sprang from the windows and strug~ 
glied over each other to escape from 
the rolling cars, and the cries of pain 
were heard from some who had been caught 
and held within the wreck. Those who es- 
caped uninjured were too much startled for a 
time, to render assistance. Then they began 
to rescue. A messenger was sent to Conneils- 
ville ior medical assistance, and in a short 
time «a corps of physicians was sent 
up on a special tram. The injured, 
aiter having their wounds dressed, 
were removed tothe hotels at Connellsville, 
where they received every attention that 
could be given them by the railroad company. 
The wreck caused great excitement in Con- 
pelisville, asd for hours afterward the people 
burried te the ecene of the accident. The track 
was blockaded and torn up so badly that no 
trains got through until this afternoon. 

STORIES TOLD BY PASSENGERS, 

The list of passengers injured in the acci- 
dent on the Baltimore and Ohio road numbers 
twenty-one. Only one of these, Congressman 
Boyle, is very seriously hurt,but he will prob- 
ably recover. Hewas taken to his home at 
Uniontown. The relief train, with the wreck- 
ed psssengers, arrived here this p. m. One of 
the passengers named Meter, of Pittsburg, is 
badly burned about the hands and arms. He 
describes how he was thrown against the stove 
while the sleeeping car was turning over. He 
grasped hold of the stove and prevented it 
trom upeetting, thus preventing the car 
from taking fire, and probably 
preventing a much more serious accident in 
the event of the car taking fire. A number 
of the passengers corroborate Meter’s story. 
Several persons in the confusion lef§ the car 
in their night garb. They suffered severely 
jrom exposure, until provided with clothing. 
Collector Dowling, another passenger, said: 
“Tl was up tomy neck in water, and might 
haye been drowned, but,1 managed to pull 
myeelf out. We were awakened by the 
reugh riding, and discovered that the train 
was running off the ties. Before we could 
make an effort to get out the coach was 
thrown into the river. The car made two 
revolutions before striking the water. 


A Freight Train Deralied., 

Newsvere, N. Y., November 12.—This morn- 
ing an eastern bound freight train, on the 
Erie road, was derailed near Middletown, by 
a wheel coming off the car. At the time of 
the accident the train was passing over Hamp- 
ton bridge, which is 100 feet long, spanning a 
gorge fifty feet deep. The cars were piled on 
each other all over the bridge, and several 
went into the gorge, carrying with them two 
rekemen, named James Caneford and E. L.

THE FREE:TRADERS. 


THE SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS 
OF THB CONFBRENCSE. 


Several Important Topics Bxtensively Treated by 
Prominent Writere—The Etection of Officers 
for the Ensuing Year—The Progress of 
Free Tradé- Résoltutions Passed. _ 


CuicaGo, November 12.—At this morning’s 
Sesescn of the free trade comference, a com- 
mittee on resolutions was appointed and or~ 
cered to report this afternoon. 

The following papers were read: ‘‘The 
pauper labor of Europe,” by Thomas G. Sher- 
men, of Brooklyn, N. ¥.; “Does high taritf 
on wool benefit wool growers,” by Richard 


Hazard, ot Rhode Island; “Agriculture, ma. - 


chinery and tariff,” by M. B. Slater, of Ohio; 
“The tariff and ship building,” by William 
G. Gibbons, of Delaware; ‘‘Tariff, manutac- 


tures and people,” by J.B. Sargent, of Con: 
necticut; and the ‘‘Tariff and its relation 
boot and shoe _ industry,” 
by James Means, of Massachusetts. Joseph 
Quincy, of Massachusetts, read the translation 
of an article recently published in La Union, 
a Chilien paper, published in Valparaiso,in 
which free trade between the United States 
and South America was discussed. 


At the afternoon session of the free traders’ 


convention, on the report of the committee on

A winority report was submitted by Mr.

DAVID A. WELLS SPEAKS. 

The ennouncement that Henry Ward 
Beecher wou'd speak at this-evening’s ses- 
sion of the national free trade conference, at- 
tracted an audience that packed the Central 
music hall to its fullest capacity. Previous 
to Beecher’s appearance, however, David A 
Wells, president of the tree trade league, de- 
livered a lengthy address in which the audi- 
epee was enlightened as to the benefits ac- 
cruing from free trade and the general 
disadvantages of __ protection. Wells 
strongest argument in favor- free 
trade was an illustration taken 
from the tacts releting te the woolen manu- 
facturing industry. ool fibre, he said, was 
of infinite degrees of fineness, and the re- 
quirements of its. — were epecial condi- 
tions of climate’and seil for almostevery grade 
so that the manufacturer, in orderto accede 
to the demends of oft changing fashion,” was 
obliged to draw upon mesrly all countries for 
the raw material  imthe manufac- 
ture of a wide ot fabrics, of which those 
possible to be from home grown wool 
were a very small percentage. The protective 


of 


tarifion material imported nearly increased 
the price of all to aa aan but had 
the eiiect of cheapening the home 
product to an extent that was driving wool 
growers, possessed of every advantage of 
location and facilities for transportation, to 
abandon-the pursuit as unprofitable. 
BEECHER ON FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Beecher was greeted with loud and 
continued applause. He began by referring 
to the oft quoted conceit of manufacturers 
that they elone were in a position to under- 
stand the intricacies of the tariff question. 
Beecher declared that he was in favor of no 
terifiatall, thought the best policy to follow 
was to place a direct tariff upon the people to 
defray the expenses of the government. The¢ 
innate selfishness of the people born of 
their ignorance, would make the operation 
of tucks policy impossibie until the arrival 
oi the millenium. The speaker then referred 
to the history of liberty, from liberty of 
thought to liberty of speech and of action. 
The libérty of thought in relation to commerce 
has led to the liberty of speech in favor of the 
removal of the obstacles in the way of its pro« 
gress, @ndaction that would eveutually suc- 
ceed. Beecherssid that protection way the 
jugglimg ot the devil, that if the politicians 
were statesmen, protection would die a natural 
death in spite of the devil, but the politicians 
were net statesmen—they were “nota man- 
gres.”’ The speaker said that 
when . Mr. Seward was secretary 
of stateand rang his little bell and ordered 
the people about, it was said that such was 
the necessity of war. The speaker thought so 
at the time, but he had come to believe that 
no coultry was less fitied to assume arbitrary 
power than this, This country, he said, was 
not a paternal government, and he added: “A 
paternh@i, government is an infernal govern- 
ment.” “Mr. Beecher spoke in the most un- 
complimentary terms of the customhouses, 
end sain he believed, from personal observa- 
tion, that if there was such a thing as a profane 
cath if could invariably be found ia 
the @uprts and the customhouses, 
Quoting. the secretary of the National 
labor organization Beecher said: ‘‘There were 
row in this country a million laborers unem- 
ployed.” After referring to the rivalry 
among the capitalists in developing and reap- 
ing profits in the newly discovered industries, 
which résulted in the inevitable overproduc- 
tion, aud the ultimate effect of throwin 
laborers sgain out of work, Beecher remark 
that there was no tariff of men, and wondered 


| if the protectionists were thinking of bettering 


the situation by placing a tariff on imported 
pauper labor. This was intensely amusing to 
the advance, and its suppressed laughter in- 
creased to & roar when the speaker remarked 
that thig country wasalarge exporter ‘‘of 
religion.” This country sent millions of dol- 
lars to a@athen countries to instill the princi« 
pice of Christiansty into the minds of unbe- 
ievers, While the article went a# begging at 
home. This country was liberal in exporting 
religion for the benefit of the heathen, but 
when theee benefited? individuals came to this 
country fo be nearer tothe fountain head of 
euch teaching, they were met with stones and 
curses,and only allowed to remain at the peril 
of their lives. 

The gpeaker’s closing words were a tribute 
to liberty, that had founded the government, 
that bad freed thesiave, and which would 
remove é6very bar to its commercial grandeur,

LABOR’S UNREST. 


ACTION OF THE WORKINGMEN OF 
THE LAND. 


The Settlement Reached in Galveston-A General 
Strike Amorg the Brakemen on the Iilinois 
Central Road-—The Engineers of the 
Long Island Road in Emergency. 


Hvunsters Pornt, L. I., November 12.— 
Trouble exists between thé engineers em- 
ployed on the Long Island railroad and tho 
company. Last summer the ongineers de- 
manded a change in the system of payment 
from monthly salaries to mileage. This wag 
acceeled after the committee, headed by En- 
gineer Miller, bad seen President Corbin in 
regard to the matter. There had been previ- 
ous negotiations with Master Mechanic 
Thompson, which had resulted in no settle- 
ment, In September Engineer Mil- 
ler was discharged. His fellow-engineers, 
believing that his dismissal was 
owing to his connection with the committee, 
his reinstatement was requested. This was 


refused. In order to have the backing of the 
National Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, the engineers recently formed a di- 
vision of thatorder. During the present week 
two representatives of the national council 
have been here conferring with the committee 
of the division, and it is understood that an 
ultimatum has been sent to Master Mechanic 
Thompson, which will be followed, if the de- 
mand continued therein is refused, by extreme 
measures.

A Whole Penitentiary Vaccinated tn Gan- 
ada, 


Monrtreab, November 12.—The official re- 
oe at the — Napeoee ten deaths from 

allpox in ci y, four at Mount 
Royal, two at Cote, St. Louis, seven in St. 
Conegonde, 275 inmates of the St, Vincent de 
Paul penitentiary have all been vaccinated. 
Forty. three new cases were reported yesterday 
and twenty-seven were verified. An order 
has been issyed by the United States health 
authorities on the border, that hereatter no 
baggage coming from Monfreal shall be al- 
lowed to pass into the states till it has been 
thoroughly fumigated and disinfected. Rooms 
have been prepared atthe stations near the 
boundary line, where baggage may be subject 
to disinfection according to the most approved 
methods. The order effects not only baggage 
checked through, but all hand baggage as 
well, and will cause a delay in transmission 6f 
twenty-four hours.

Reitpstating a Widow on Her Farm, 

Dusyin, November 12.—At the Charlesville 
fair today the representatives of the Cork de- 
fenge union bought some cattle, paying g por~ 
tion of the price in cash. On learning who the 
purchasers were, the sellers drove cattle home, 
returning the purchase money. 

The duke of Devonshire has rebated twenty 
per cent of the rents of his Irish tenants. 

Two hundred armed and disguised men to- 
day reinstated a widow who was evicted ia 
Mayo from a farm in Lima, near Limerick, 
The men pledged themselves to protect 
and support her. She objected, 
she was compelled to 
promise that she wonld leave the farm only at 
the point of the bsyonet. 

The Limerick corporation has unanimously 
resolved to askthe government to withdraw 
the riflemen from the barracks there.

THE BURMBSEB WAR. 


An Alarming State of Affairs in the Bar- 
mese Kingdom, 

Raxcoon, November 21.—Advices just res 
ceived from Mandalay, the capitai of barmok, 
state that the Burmese have retained the 
steamer Doowoon, which was sent to Monda- 
lay to bring away the Europeans, @nd threat- 
ensto burn her if she attempts to lsave. 
Foreigners are not allowed to leave 
Mandalay. The British expeditionary force 
under General Prendergast will cross the fron- 
tier of Burmah on Sunday next. The Flotilla 
is now ready and comprises forty-five steam- 
ers, flats and floating batteries, the latter be. 
ing fitted out from six of the largest barges. 
Each of the floating batteries carry two sixty 
pounder howitzers, and are attended by 
armed launches. Twelve twenty-five pounder 
guns are mounted on steamers. The force 
numbers 10,000 men, 7,000 camp followors 
500 mules and two elephant batteries. 

Paris, November 12.—The Burmese onvoy 
has gone to ask Prince Bismarck to arrange 
with England for the settlement of the dis- 
pute between Burmah and England. 


The Baikas Provinces. 

Berorapt, November 12.—A detachment’ 
of Servian engineers have entered Tinch 
river from the Danube, takin 
with them the pontoon for the purpose o 
constructing a bridge from the Servian to the 
Bulgarian bank. 

The Servians at Tru were today compelled 
by tite Bulgarians to withdraw, after exchang- 
ing several shots. No one was injured on 
either side. 

The military attache of the Russian consu- 
late at Philadelphia, who was recently recall» 
ed and went to Constantinople, has been or- 
dered to return to the consulate. 

Seventy-five thousand men have been raised 
in eastern Roumelia. Drilling is going oa 
continuously. 

Grossly Iveulted by the Home Office, 

Loxpox, November 12.—Mr. Varley, the 
ecnverted butchgr, today headed 100 sympa.- 
thizers of Stead and marched to the home 
cfiice to petition Sir Richard Cross, home sec- 
retary, for the release of Stead from prison. 
Varley alone was admitted to the home office, 
end when he returned to the street he inform- 
ed the crowd that the officials had grossly in- 
sulted him. This announcement was received 
with groans. The police then interfered aad 
compelled the crowd to move on.

TO PARADE 

Macow, Novem ber 12.—[Special.]—Cole’s circas 
gave an afternoon and night performance here to- 
dey. The tents were pitched near the park, on the 
vacant lot between the park entrance and the 
river, and both of the performances were witnessed 
by good crowds. The number of visitors in the 
city today has been yery large. Early this morn. 
irg wegone loaded with people began to arrive, 
and by 10 o'clock there were fully three thousand 
visitors in the city who had been attracted here by 
the circur. The majority of these people had 
come simply to witness the street parade and 
were made to feel considerably disappointed 
when it was announced that, owing to the tax im- 
posed by the city council upon the privilege, ta 
circus management had decided not to have any 
parace. In order to have had the parade, which is 
universally enjoyed, and which affords to a large 
number of people who have no money to buy 
tickets the pleasure of seeing at least a part of 
the circus, the management wou!d have besncom 
pelled to pay one hundred dollars. 

They did not, however, feel warranted ia doing 
g0, and conseqtucutly bad no street parade 

At one time this morning there wasa disposi- 
tion among private citizens to make up the 
amount by coutribution, but the hour for the ps«- 
rade was so near at hand thatthe scheme was 
abandoned. There wasthe usual proportion of 
intoxicated persons in the city; still, the day 
passed off p'easantly, and all who attended the 
circus seemed satisfied with the performance 

Soon efter thecircus arrived, this morning, Joa 
Veascy, one of the attaches, wee riding a horse, 
aud in pessing along the street waich ruas uader- 
neath the railroad trestle, near the para, the 
énima! shied and threw the rider against one oi 
the upright pieces of the trestie. Oneof his hands 
was badly mashed, and he was otherwise bruised 
end scarred by the fall. He was not adie todo his 
part oi the work in erecting the tent.

company,on some private matters,and among

in Atlanta. Asourgeneral passenger agent was 
absent, the telegram was referred to me, and [ 
replied to Mr. Whitehead, authorizing him to 
say that the Western and Atlantic railroad was 
ready to maintain the rates that bave been fixed 
py the railroad commission of Georgia, which 
are three cents @ miie, or the standard rate, and 
that whenever the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia would agree to do the same, Mr, Emer- 
son was authorized to declare the warat an end. 
Thisisall the Western and Atlantic has ever 
gsked, In the correspondence with Mr. Fiak, 
before the war commenced, it is all that was 
glaimed by the Western and Atlantic. 

We could not, therefore, object to the termi- 
pation of the war, upon the very terms we re- 
guired at the commencement of the war,”’ 

“What has been done in the matter?’ 

“This morning a dispatch came from Mr. 
Ememon to Mr. Joseph M. Brown, our general 
parsepger agent, directing the restoration of 
tariff rates and their strict maintenance from and 
aiter seven o'clock next Saturday morning.’’ 

“Have you directed your agents to restore the 
rates ?”’

‘Well, senator, have you any objection to say- 
ire frankly how much your company has been 
.jured Curing the last two months by the cut of 
raies?” 

“I donot know that that is a question that the 
public is much interested in,but I baye no special 
reason for withholding the intormation if you 
thins it preys oo 

“I very muck prefer to have it.’’ 

“Well, € tell you frankly that our passenger 
earbings have been better, as our books show, for 
the months of September aud October, while the 
var was ranging, than they were for elther May, 
June, July or August, and very decidedly better 
than they were durivg two of the monitus men- 
tioned,”’ 

‘How do you account for this?” 

“Taccount forit in this way, our competitors 
bave not been able to burt us at any but three 
roints, towit: Chattanooga, Dalton and Rome, and 
we baye mace enough oa our Kast Tennessee busi- 
ness by our office at Knoxville, to more than 
compensate us for our lossesat the points above- 
mentioned.’’ The East Tennessee authorities have 
fora long time refused to sell our tickets from 
Dalton to Atlanta,in Knoxville and the other 
stations along the line of theirroadin East Ten- 
nessee, or to seli through tiekets over the Westera 
and Atlantic. In other words they will only sell 
a ticket over their own line. When we establish: 
ed our effice there. we bought their local 
to our line and then sold tickets in 
every direction, passing over our line. Some we 
rola so low asto make scarcely anything on the 
ticket. Others we sold ata price that paid us very 
well, and all the business we got was that much 
clear m ade, as we would uot have received a dime 
of it if we had not bad an agency at Knoxville.’ 

‘You not only sold tickets in various directious 
as is generally understood, but you cut their rates 
op almost all their lines?’ 

“Yes, we cut their rate from East Tennessee over 
all the Central sysiem; wecuttheir rate to Kan- 
sas City and the west; we greatly damaged their 
business to Texas, and we had just commenced a 
system that would have very seriously injured 
their business from Chattanooga to Selma, Monts. 
gomery and other points iu Alabama,” 

“Then you must haye injured them very 
yaaiy?’’ 
“Ybheir long lines and peculiar location mate 
them very vulnerable. The Westernand Atlantic 
is so located as tobe able to cut their rates in 
every direction, and while we were at war, ouc 
purpose was to strixe blows. Ip peace we always 
with them well and are happy to see them pros 
rer, and will do no act intentionally to injare 
Lbem.,”’ 

“Senator, would you have any objection to the 
publication of your dispatch to Mr. Whitehead,the 
dispatch o! Mr. Emerson to Joseph M, Brown and 
your Gispatch to Mr. Emerson? As I understaud 
it, these contain the realterms upon which the

An 11l-Treated Wife Sues for Divorce from 
a Husband Who Deserts Her. 

A suit for divorce which was filed yesterday 
in the superior court shows that a man can be 
very much of a brute when he gets his mind 
fully made up to that point.

HOW SHE BOUGHT THEM. 


A Negro Woman Buys a Pair of Shoes on the 
Installment Plan, 

‘‘And you'll take fifty cents a week?’’ 

“Yes, fifty cents a week.” 

‘“Alrightthen, here’s fifty cents. 
dem shoes away and I’ll bring you another 
fifty cents Saturday night.” 

It was in a Whitehall street boot and shoe 
house. A dapper shoe-clerk was on one side 
of the counter and a fat, black negro woman 
on the other side. A pair of heavy three- 
dollar shoes was on the counter between, and 
it was of these shoes they were talking. The 


shees were worth three dollars and the negro - 


woman wanted them, but did not have money 
enough. She did not have credit, and pur- 
chased the shoes on the installment plan, 
egreeing to leave them in the store until they 
were paid for at the rate of fifty cents a week. 
The shoes were wrapped up and her name 
was written on the paper. Fifty cents 
the cesh payment was marked on the wrap- 
per, the shoes were laid away and the wo- 
man walked out. 

A Constitution reporter was present and 
the novelty of the scheme struck him. After 
ibe woman had gone he asked the clerk if 
such trensactions were common. 

‘‘With the colored people yes,he said. “Why 
I guess we’re got a dozen pairs here now 
msrked the same way. Somecomein and 
buy the finest shoes we have in the house 
just that way and pay allthe way from a 
quarter to a dollar a week.”’ 

' “De they ever fail after making the first 
payment or two?” 

“J never knew but one to tail, and I think 
she died before finishing. No, they hardly 
ever fail. Once or twice they have come and 
asked for iheir money after making two pay- 
ments, but the rule is to stick it out and when 
they make the last payment and get their 
shoes the broad grin shows how purely happy 
they are.”’ 

‘‘Are they mostly men or women.” 

“The majority of these partial payment cus- 
tomers are women, young negro womgn who 
work hard. Now there are two or three of ’em 
who come here and get their shoes and pay a 
collar and take ’em away. We have found 
cut long ago that they are honest, and we let 
‘em have the shoes and we’ve never lost a 
dolar by them.”
